INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 



In compliance with 37 CFR § 1.97 the applicant hereby advises 
the United States Patent and Trademark Office of prior art known to 
him at the time of the filing of the application, such art being 
brought to his attention during the conducting of a preliminary 
search. Copies of the patents noted during the search are listed 
and discussed below: 

Willour, 1,175,211, March 14, 1916, discloses a typical 
ratchet jack using a pair of spring biased dogs. No mechanism is 
shown for holding both dogs in a retracted position with respect to 
the ratchet teeth. 

Reif, 1,802,067, April 21, 1931, discloses a two pawl ratchet 
jack having a reversing member 30 which permits the ratcheting 
mechanism to lower the column 15. In FIG. 8, a relationship of the 
pawls is shown which removes both pawls from the ratchet teeth. 
However, the spring structure of the invention is not illustrated. 
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Hawley, 1,974,491, September 25, 1934, discloses a two pawl 
ratcheting jack, and in FIG. 5, a position is shown wherein both 
dogs are removed from the ratchet teeth. The concepts of the 
invention are not illustrated. 

Howard, 2,501,603, March 21, 1950, discloses a quick release 
detent pawl for use with a ratcheting jack and the structure of the 
invention is not present. 

Morgan et al., 3,737,147, June 5, 1973, discloses a two pawl 
jack wherein the reversing structure is associated with a jack 
spring. However, the type of spring used with the invention is not 
present, and the novel aspects of the invention are not anticipated 
by this disclosure.
